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INTRODUCTION 


This publication includes the more salient tables 
taken from an extensive data set covering revenues and 
expenditures for the Regional Municipality of Niagara, 
Les area municipalities, and some comparative 
information on other regions and cities in the province 
of Ontario. 


Since publication of the entire data set would 
absorb approximately 600 pages, the Commission has 
decided to publish this condensed version. A complete 
list of all tables in the full data set along with an 
indication of those published in this document (denoted 
by an asterisk) is noted on the following page. The 
full data set is available for examination at the 
Commission's office. 


The data set contains a tremendous amount of 
information for analytical purposes, but it is presented 
here in an undigested format. These data constitute the 
raw material for another study that will be released in 
the Commission's second group of studies in November. 
This later study will concentrate on analysing these 
data, and will focus on the more interesting conclusions 
that can be drawn from it. 


NOTE ON TABLES 


In the complete data set for the Niagara Region and 
area municipalities, each set of tables (that is, Table 
1, Table 2, etc.) contains fifteen separate tables 
covering the following (this publication reproduces only 
the first three listed here): 


Niagara Region (upper tier plus lower tier) - one table 

Niagara Region (upper tier only) - one table 

Niagara Region (sum of lower tiers) - one table 

Separate table for each lower tier municipality - 12 
tables. 


While the complete comparative data set is not 
reproduced in this publication, summary tables comparing 
upper tier only, lower tiers only, the aggregate of 
upper and lower tiers is provided for the following 
regions and cities: 


Sudbury Region Ottawa-Carleton Region 
Waterloo Region Metro Toronto Region 
Hamilton-Wentworth Region City of London 


City of Thunder Bay City of Windsor 
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Note: Only those tables denoted by an asterisk (*) appear in the published version of this report. A double 
asterisk (**) denotes a table for which only selected pages have been published. The full set of tables is 
available at the offices of the Niagara Region Review Commission. 


COMMENTS ON THE TABLES 


The tables that make up the data set are based on data available from the Municipal Affairs Retrieval 
System (MARS). MARS is a database maintained by the Ministry of Municipal Affairs based on the annual 
Financial Information Reports (FIRs) submitted by Ontario municipalities and regional governments. 


In this section, comments are provided which identify additional data sources, explain how the tables were 
derived, and note problem or deficiencies in the MARS database. These comments are intended to assist 
the user in understanding the tables. The comments are divided into two parts, general comments and 
comments on specific tables. 


General Comment 


1. Several Pages per Table 


Each table appearing in the list of tables (see the preceding page) consists of several pages. Tables 1 
through 29 each consist of 15 pages (A through O): 


— the sum of the upper tier plus the 12 lower tier municipalities (page A), 
— the upper tier only (page B), 

— the sum of the lower tier municipalities (page C), and 

— each of the lower tier municipalities (pages D through O). 


Tables 30 through 39 each consist of 18 pages (A through R): 


— three pages for each of five regional municipalities (Hamilton-Wentworth, Ottawa-Carleton, 
Sudbury, Metropolitan Toronto, and Waterloo): 


— the sum of the upper tier plus the lower tier municipalities, 
— the upper tier only, and 
— the sum of the lower tier municipalities, and 
— one page for each of three non-regional municipalities (London, Thunder Bay and Windsor). 


Tables 40 and 41 each consist of eight pages (A through H), one for each of the five regional municipalities 
and one for each of the three non-regional municipalities noted above. 
Tables 42 through 51 each consist of three pages: 

— the sum of the upper tier plus the lower tier municipalities, 


— the upper tier only, and 
— the sum of the lower tier municipalities. 


Tables 52 and 53 consist of one page each. 


Tables 1 through 41 report relevant data for the period 1977 through 1986, the most recent year for which 
MARS data are available. Each page shows 10 years’ data for one jurisdiction. 


In tables 42 through 53, each page shows one year’s data for Niagara and the other eight municipalities. 
Only 1986 data (or, where relevant, the average annual percent change over the 10-year period from 1977 
to 1986) are reported in these comparative tables. 


2. Blank Entries 


In most of the tables presenting the percentage change in the annual data, blanks appear where the per 
cent change calculation would not be meaningful. In general, the value in the base year for the calculation 
is ero, or very small; hence, the per cent increase is an undefined, or excessively large, value. 


3. Calculation of 10-year Average Annual Changes 


Each of the tables showing the annual percent change in expenditure, revenue, or other values show the 
10-year average annual change. It is the effective compound annual rate of increase over the ten year 
period. 


4. Per Household Calculations 


All of the per household calculation (expenditures per household, revenues per household, etc.) were 
derived using the household data reported in MARS. Census data are the most reliable determinations of 
the number of households in municipalities; however, the census provides data only every fifth year (1976, 
1981 and 1986). The number of households in years after the most recent census are usually estimated by 
extrapolating from past census data. Historical figures (i.e., before the most recent census) are generally 
estimated for inter-censal years by interpolation. The household data used, therefore, are one set of 
estimates. Other sources may have different estimates of the number of households in the municipalities 
dealt with in this data set. 


5. Conversions to Constant (1981) Dollars 


Tables presenting data in real terms used Gross Domestic Product Implicit Price Index for Total 
Government Expenditures to deflate the actual values. The index values used were those reported in the 
June issue of the Bank of Canada Review. The July issue, which was received after the tables were 
completed, showed revised figures for 1984 (122.8 revised down to 121.9), 1985 (127.8 revised down to 
127.1) and 1986 (132.6 revised down to 131.6). These revisions would increase the real expenditure and 
revenue figures reported in the data set by 0.74% in 1984, 0.55% in 1985 and.7 6% in 1986. 


6. Changes in Program Responsibility 


Changes in program responsibility create apparent anomalies in the data. Major changes (either increases, 
or decreases) in spending in particular categories (functions) should be interpreted with care because they 
are likely to reflect either new or discontinued programs. They may also reflect shifting of the financial 
responsibility for existing programs from one level of government to another. Furthermore, because each 
category often covers many programs, program changes and changes in the financial responsibility for 
smaller programs can be buried in the aggregate data. Trends in costs, should be related to changes in 
the programs being financed. In other words, the content of particular government functions, in terms of 
the services being delivered to the public, do not remain constant through time. 


7. Election Expenses 


Election expenses recurred on a two (now three) year cycle. As a consequence, general government 
expenditures as a proportion of total expenditures fluctuate cyclically. Year-to-year comparisons should be 
made with care.

Table 1: Table 1 reports data directly from the MARS database. Other Environmental and Other Social 
and Family Services were derived as the difference between the respective totals and their sub-categories. 
In a few cases, the total expenditures reported in MARS do not equal the sum of the reported values for the 
categories. Since the source of the discrepancy is not known, and the discrepancies are small, the value 
reported in MARS appear in the data set. 


Table 19: In Table 19 non-taxable payment-in-lieu assessment is zero for all municipalities in 1977. Also, 
non-taxable exempt assessment is zero for all municipalities in 1980. Clearly, there are reporting errors in 
MARS for these items. The total assessment figures reported in MARS appear low in those years; hence, it 
appears that the values have been left out (i.e., not incorrectly categorized). 2 


Also in Table 19, there are inconsistencies in the tax revenues for own use reported by the upper tier and 
the tax revenues for upper tier reported by the lower tier. It appears that the upper tier treats all revenues 
received from the lower tier as property tax revenue; whereas the lower tier considers a share of the 
revenues received from various sources to flow-through to the upper tier. 


Table 20: Because the total assessment data are understated in 1977 and 1980 due to the missing values 
noted above, the distribution of assessment figures for 1977 and 1980 and the percent change figures for 
1977-78, 1979-80 and 1980-81 are affected. The average annual percent change figure for 1977-86 is also 
overstated. 


Table 21: Capital expenditures include Ontario capital grants, Canada capital grants, other municipal 
capital grants and own capital expenditures reported in MARS. 


Tables 24, 25 and 26: MARS reports several other categories which absorb expenditures. They are not 
reported in this data set because they were not of interest to the Niagara Region Review Commission. The 
three categories reported, therefore, do not account for 100% of expenditures. 


Tables 27, 28, and 29: These tables report the change in the percent of each expenditure function 
absorbed by a particular category. It is not the change in the value of the expenditures absorbed by the 
category.

Table 40 and 41: See the comments on tables 19 and 20. The missing data problem occurs in all 
municipalities in all regions covered by this data set.
